"You arc aware that much circular 


and miscellaneous matter

mitted to the malls, wrapped some- 
what like newspapers while not re- 
quiring tho same expedition in trans- 
mission, and 
that newspapers arc 
delated oil account of bcln? involv- 
ed in a mass of such kind of less im- 
portant mail. 
"It has been suggested by some as 
a remedy that newspapers committed 
to the mails might
